Jieccntly we have had an ojijiortnnity to coinpari' two sjHH'imens 
of (dmb-mackerel from Pern with st'veral from Khodi' Island, and lind 
certain conspii'uons dilferimces. Piirtlx'r <‘vi<l<Mie(‘ was obtained by 
comparison of a number of sjx'ciiiKms from seviaal localitii's in both 
tb<> Atlantic and Pacific, which showed tin' sanu' dith'rmici's as widl 
as otlic'rs of slighter iinjiortance. Th<‘ most j)rononnc(>d <liner('nc(‘ 
is in the size of the luand which is projiortionately longer in the 
l^acilic form. The minor dillenmei's are in tlu' positions of the 
dorsal and vimtral lins. In 1h<‘ Atlantic form lie* first or spinous 
dorsal is insi'rti'd neari'r tlx* tiji of tlx‘ snout, and tix‘i’(‘ is a gr<‘at<‘r 
distanci' hetwi'cn its origin and tlx* origin of tlx* s<‘cond dorsal than 
in the Pacific fish. In tlx' Atlantic fish, too, tix' distanci' hi'twixm 
tlx‘ tip of tlx' lowin’ jaw and tix' Ixisi' ol tiu' ventral is shortin’ than 
in the Pacific sjiecimens.
